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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The applicants thank the Examiner for the Office Action dated December 28, 
2004. Originally presented Claims 1-22 were all rejected. Claims 1-17 & 21 are 
hereby cancelled. Also, Claims 23-26 have been added. Accordingly, Claims 18-20 
and 22-26 are currently pending in the application. Based on the following 
comments, amendments, and remarks, reconsideration and allowance are hereby 
requested. 

Double Patenting Claim Rejections: 

Claims 1-17 were rejected based on the judicially created of double 
patenting. The applicants hereby cancel Claims 1-17 making obviating this ground of 
rejection 

Claim Rejections Under 35 USC 103: 

Claims 18- 22 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Paterson etal (US 6,566,272). 

Applicants have amended Claim 18 to include the limitation of a spectrometer 
configured so that it "includes a multiple sKt diffraction grating that enables light 
produced by plasma of the chamber to be split into various spectral components 
and that are directed onto various associated portions of a sensor array which 
generates electrical signals that correspond to an optical emission spectrum for 
the plasma in the chamber" . This limitation is explained at page 10 of the 
specification and defines a limitation not taught or suggested by the cited art 
Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that amended Claim 18 defines over the cited 
art For that reason the applicants respectfully request that the pending ground for 
rejection be withdrawn. 

As to dependent Claims 19, 20, and 22, the applicants submit that, for at least 
the foregoing reasons (argued with respect to Claim 1 8), the dependent claims are also 
allowable. 

Accordingly, the applicants submit that pending claims 18-20 and 22 are 
allowable. 
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New Claims : 

Claims 23- 26 have been added to capture certain subject matter believed to 
be patentable over the art of record. For example, Claim 23 includes the limitation of 
a spectrometer configured so that it "includes a rotatable single slit diffraction grating 
that when rotated enables different spectral frequencies of light produced by plasma 
of the chamber to be directed onto various associated portions of a sensor array which 
generates electrical signals that correspond to an optical emission spectrum for the 
plasma in the chamber". This limitation is explained at pages 10-1 1 of the 
specification and defines a limitation not taught or suggested by the cited art 
Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that amended Claim 23 defines over the cited 
art. For that reason the applicants respectfully request that this claim be allowed. 

As to dependent Claims 24, 25, and 26, the applicants submit that, for at least 
the foregoing reasons (argued with respect to Claim 23), the dependent claims are also 
allowable. 

Accordingly, the applicants submit that pending claims 18-20 and 22-26 are 
allowable. 

Conclusion 

Applicant believes that all pending claims under consideration are allowable 
and respectfully requests a Notice of Allowance for this application from the 
E xam i n er, Should the Examiner believe that a telephone conference would expedite 
the prosecution of this application, the undersigned can be reached at the telephone 
number set out below.
